The M onarch and the A dm iral.— On the occasion 
ofhis Majesty’s visit to Greenwich Hospital on Sunday, 
a monument to the memory of the late Admiral Sir 
R. G. Keats, was presented for the first time to public 
view. 
The monument, a very elegant and simple de­ 
sign, beautifully executed by Chantrey, has been erec­ 
ted at the private cost of his Majesty, who lias also 
written an inscription for it — in terms so touching and 
inartificial, so simple and affectionate, as to convey 
more in a few words than the most pompous and elab­ 
orate eulogy. 
It excites equal sympathy and h onour 
for the living and the dead. 
This record of the King’s 
kindliness of heart and of the worth of Itis deceased 
friend and shipmate, runs thus 
“ This tnurble is 
erected by King William IV, to the memory of Ad­ 
miral Sir Richard Godwin Keats, G. C. B., Governor 
o f this hospital, who was his Majesty’s shipmate and 
watchiuate on board the Prince George, of 110 guns, 
in which that admiral served as Lieutenant, and the 
King as Midshipman, from June, 1779, to November, 
1781. 
In commemorating this early 
period of their 
respective careers, the King desires also to record his 
esteem for the exemplary character of a friend, and hits 
grateful sense of the valuable services rendered to his 
country by a highly distinguished and gallant officer.— 
Died April 5, 1834, aged 77 years *’— London paper. 
A Christ Church College dependant, who had com­ 
mitted a few irregularities during his stay at College, 
was asked by the Dean, when presented for his degree, 
with what conscience he could swear to be fit both in 
learning and manners? 
lie answered tho Dean by 
saying, that he might safety swear him according to 
the words of the oath, viz—that he was qualified “ fan* 
m oribus quam doctrina,” possessing very little of 
either. 
Mr ------ — once asked Kean whether ho would ra­ 
ther act to n hundred critics, nil accustomed to sit in 
judgment upon acting, or to a mixed assemblage of 5000 
people. 
Kean’s reply was— “ Give me the numbers.” 
And he was right— for it is safer to trust to the general 
sympathy, than to the penurious charity n( professed 
critics, or the fantastic humors of particular men.

Public Money.— I I I looking over the public expen­ 


ditures of tlie United States for the year 1834, I no­ 


tice the sum of three thousand and sixty-six dollars and 


sixty-seven cents paid to Homan Lincoln, Treasurer, 


for the civilization o f Indians ! 
Also to Henry Hill, 


Treasurer, two thousand one hundred and ninety dol- 


ntm hours between the two cities.

ed them &100 a mile, tho mail to be delivered and re­ 
ceived at the depots by tho ngents of the Post Office. 
This offer was refused. 
The mail is now carried be­ 
tween the two cities l>y Stockton fk ¡"»tokes, tor $1800 
a year, and when it arrives here in timo from the 
South, it is taken bv the train of cat s w hich leaves here 
nt four or half past 4 o’clock, P. M 
The newspaper 
and letter mail from the city, which close at half past 
9 o’clock, P. M., is not to bo carried on the rail-road, 
hut in wagons as heretofore. 
’I here is no prospect that 
the Department will derive much aid from rnil-roads, 
very soon, in securing certainty, speed, or economy in 
the mail transportation. 
Failures of the mail must of­ 
ten occur, in the winter season, on rad-roads. 
Sleet, 
ice, or sand, will often obstruct them, and they already 
have, this season. 
It is understood. However, that the 
Post Master General has invited proposals from ail the 
rail-road companies, in the United States, with a view 
to the formation of a system of rail-road transporta­ 
tion. 
The present contracts for carrying the mail be­ 
tween Washington and New York expire on the first 
of January, and the renewal of them has been sus­ 
pended, “ propten difficult at cm ." 
If, as you sug­ 
gest, in a recent article on the subject, the steamboat 
and rail-road proprietors on the line between W ash­ 
ington and Baltimore are willing to undertake to carry 
through the mail, in twenty-one hours, for any thing 
like a reasonable compensation, you may rely upon it, 
a contract will be closed with them to that effect. 
In 
regard to intelligence from this city, however, no mail 
can carry any thing of importance, which leaves before 
half past 9 o’clock P. M. 
The newspapers cannot be 
got out before that hour. 
For intelligence by letters 
a mail at 6 o’clock would answer ; but, before that 
hour, important questions are seldom decided. 
In the 
early part of the session, while business is merely in 
course of preparation, both Houses may adjourn, as 
you say, at three o’clock ; but, nt a later and more im­ 
portant stage, they genonlly sit till four or five and 
even six o’clock. 
1 have seldom known an important 
decision on a debated subject, to be arrived at. in either 
House, before five or six o’clock. 
If, therefore, our 
city mail should be forwarded, with the great South­ 
ern mail, at four or half-past four o’clock, it would go, 
nine times in ten, without the important intelligence of 
the day, which, instead of being expedited, would 
therefore he delayed some nineteen hours. 
The proper 
system, in reference to public convenience, would be 
to send the mail from this city to New York, between 
9 o’clock P. M. and 6 o’clock P. M. the following day, 
and this could easily be done with the concurrence of 
the existing rail-road companies,— and this certainly 
will be done another year, if not this year, for a new 
line of rail-roads will be completed between Baltimore 
and Philadelphia in the course of twelve months. 
In regard to the newspaper mail, I anticipate much 
irregularity for the coming year. 
The transportation of 
newspapers has entirely out-grown the means provided 
for it, and I expect to see thousands of newspaper bags 
piled up here and there, on the public roads, during 
the winter, to the great annoyance of editors, whose 
mortification will he increased by the circumstance that 
their papers being stopped, their clamor against the
